Breaking  New  Ground

Emmerich  Manual  has  been  a  second  home 
to  many  people  in  the  past.  Manual  was 
originally  downtown  on  Delware  and 
McCarty.  It  was  moved  here  to  Madison 
Avenue  in  1953.  "When  Manual  was  built,  it 
was  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  modern 
schools.  Even  now,  the  dramatic  entry  way 
is  very  elegant.  After  51  years  of  use,  the 
building  is  a  bit  worn  out,  and  it's  just 
simply  time  for  a  makeover,"  Mr.  Poole  said. 

The  new  and  improved  building  will  include 
a  new  library  and  new  rooms  that  will  be 
enhanced  with  modern  technology  and 
added  work  space  for  teachers  and  students. 
Also,  included  with  the  new  physical 
makeover,  an  internal  makeover  is  evolving 
using  five  Small  Learning  Communities 
(SLC's).  They  include  STAR,  Arts.com, 
LEAPS,  Apply,  and  ABCs.

For  the  first  time  in  history  every  student  at 
Manual  High  School  is  in  an  academy.

Students  in  LEAPS  take  a  full  load  of  academic 
classes,  which  are  reinforced  and  complemented 
by  relevant  electives  and  service  learning 
experiences.  LEAPS  consist  of  two  learning 
strands... 


TEACH  Academy,  a  magnet  program  dedicated  to 
educating  students  interested  in  all  levels  of 
teaching;  and  Community  Builders,  a  program 
dedicated  to  preparing  students  for  good  citizenship 
and  careers  in  the  field  of  public  safety  and  law, 
counseling,  and  philanthropy.  All  LEAPS  students 
will  follow  a  CORE  40  curriculum  that  will  prepare 
them  to  enter  work  or  further  their  formal  education 
after  graduation. 


As  a  LEAPS  Student  they: 

*Freshman:  Teaching  9  is  a  freshman  level  introduction  to  the 
teacher  education  program.  The  survey  course  focuses  on 
college  preparation  and  careers  in  the  field  of  education.  The 
four  -  year  portfolio  is  started. 

*Sophmores:  Teaching  10  is  a  sophmore  level  class  that 
includes  study  of  human  development  and  cognitive  skills. 
Personal  wellness,  family  and  social  structures,  and 
multicultural  diversity  are  explored  and  valued. 

*Juniors:  Teaching  1 1  is  a  junior  level  class  that  examines  the 
history  of  education.  Lesson  planning  and  evaluation  methods 
are  taught  with  an  emphasis  on  presentation  skills.  Students 
participate  in  classrooms  one  or  two  days  per  week. 

*Seniors:  Teaching  12  is  a  senior  level  class  that  produces  the 
cumulative  four-year  portfolio  and  project.  This  class 
supports  that  work  done  in  cadet  teaching. 

*Cadet  Teaching  Experience:  This  course  provides  students 
in  grade  12  organized  exploratory  teaching  experiences  in 
grades  Kindergarten  through  9.  This  course  provides  a 
balance  of  class  work  relating  to:  classroom  organization, 
classroom  management,  the  curriculum  and  instructional 
process,  observations  of  teaching,  and  instructional 
experiences.

Moving  to  class  on  time  was  a  problem  for  students 
to  overcome  with  all  the  construction.  Five  minutes 
to  go  from  the  upstairs  gym  to  the  art  wing  was 
impossible.  After  a  student  sit-in  of  about  500 
students,  passing  periods  were  increased  to  six 
minutes. 


The  first  floor  was  the  final  shut  down  for  Phase  1  of 
renovation.  An  outside  hallway  was  bulit  for 
students  and  teachers  to  bypass  the  first  floor. 


Loud  noises  happen  when  classrooms  are  built 
without  ceilings.  Miss  H.  stated,  "At  first,  it  was 
really  difficult  to  teach,  since  everyone  could  hear 
everything.  It  is  now  much  better,  since  the  walls 
were  extended  to  the  ceiling." 


Teachers  had  problems  during  construction.  They 
had  to  adjust  to  smaller  classrooms  and  signing  in 
by  7:15  am  at  the  other  end  of  the  building. 


Administrators,  guidance  counselors,  and 
secretaries  made  a  big  change  by  moving  into 
smaller  offices  in  the  band  room. 


Turning  the  upper  gym  into  classrooms  affected 
marry  sports.  Players  had  limited  space  to  pratice. 


Change  is  happening  throughout  the  school.  The 
auditorium  became  four  classrooms,  with  the  library 
being  on  the  stage. 


Changes  to'  the  school  include  a  road  around  the 
school  for  buses  and  visitors  and  the  cafeteria  will 
seat  600  hundred  and  have  restrooms. 


A  new  softball  diamond  is  in  the  works  because  of 
the  new  road.  The  field  will  be  closer  to  the  railroad 
tracks,  so  the  games  do  not  interfere  with  track. 


On  top  of  construction.  Manual  High  School  will 
become  five  small  schools  with  academic  deans  and 
facilitators. 
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
